If, in their opinion, certain poli- 
cies could be altered to the advantage of tlm majority of the 
students, they would be poor supporters of their Alma 
Mater if they did not Bay so. And no university should boast 
of the fact (hat its students did not have the courage of their 
convictions.

Bad News for Co-eds 
Dr. Roy N. Anderson, personnel in- 
vestigator at teachers’ college, Colum- 
bia University, after conducting a 
study of 891 women from 225 colleges 
from coast to coast, found that college 
graduates have 20 per cent less chance 
of marrying than their uneducated de- 
ters, and that their salaries have a 
lower range than the business women’s.

They 
contained criticism of the eonduqt'of 
the American Legion members at its 
recent national convention ip Detroit, 
denounced the dean for statements 
concerning student government, and 
chided nrofessora tor obtaining re- 
print* of college textbooks. I 

The loss to the paper by the with- 
drawal of the subscriptions will smonnt 
to 38,600 annually, although the edi- 
tors have estimated that a large num- 
ber of the faculty will now purchase 
their own papers. 

In a recent issue the paper said: 
“The editors of the- Daily wish to. state 
at this time that they never have, and 
never will, permit the paner to be 
guilty of sensationalism. The Daily 
hhs the beat interests of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan at heart, but does 
net believe that such interests can be 
foetered bv suppression of facts.” 

The Daily will continue to print 
news of interest to students, the edi- 
torial said.
